Ferry road. 

“T’ll be finished by the end 
of this week and I'll have to 
move my equipment out,” 
Wicotto said. 

Seven suits are pending in 
arious courts in St. Louis and 
St. Louis county, relating to the 
controversy over the 2000-foot 
section. 

Owner Asks for $75,000 

Bulk of the litigation revolves 
around suits filed by the Chev-- 
ron Sportswear Co. attacking 
legality of a sewer district or- 
dinance providing easements 
through property owned by the 
company. 

Condemnation commissioners 
awarded Chevron $10,000 for 
the easements. John P. McCam- 
mon, attorney for the district, 
said yesterday Leo J. Rothbarth 
of the Chevron firm had de- 
manded $75,000. 

A hearing is set in Circuit 
Judge Fred E. Mueller’s court 
at Clayton tomorrow on one 
phase of the litigation. An at- 
torney for Micotto told the 
trustees that even if the district 
is upheld, an appeal to the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court probably 
would hold up further con- 
struction another year. 

Micotto said he could finish 
construction in two months if 
permitted to proceed. 

A clause in Micotto’s contract 
provides his firm will npt be 
liable for rental cost of ditch- 
digging or other equipment 
made idle by delays caused by 
the litigation. 

William Q. Kehr, executive 
director of the district, said the 
district soon will advertise for 
bids on the second section of 
the Maline sanitary line, also 
about 9000 feet. Engineering 
plans are still in preparation on 
the third section of three miles, 
still farther upstream. 

To Serve 25 Square Miles. 

The sewer, construction of 
which is being paid from pro- 
ceeds of a $1,700,000 bond issue 
approved by voters of the Ma- 
line creek sewer district in 
February 1956, will serve a 25- 
square-mile area covering 18 
municipalities and some unin- 
corporated areas. 

In another action at yester- 
day’s meeting of the trustees, 
Board Chairman J. E. Williams 
Jr. asked a public relations 
counselor, James R. Hanson, to 
submit to the board a compre- 
hensive educational program on 
district activities, to include a 
television series, movies and a 
brochure for distribution with 
sewer tax bills. 

Board members indicated

Facing such an attitude and 
the fact that the United States 
is continuing to carry out “a 
great series” of nuclear tests, 
the government said it was 
forced to do everything possible 
to protect itself.

LEGALITY OF Ol 
LIFT DISPUTED IN 
SENATE REPORT 


WASHINGTON, A Aug. 27 (AP) 
—A Senate subcommittee grid 
last night the Administratie- 
sponsored oil lift to Europe last 
winter was of “doubtful legal- 


cation of foreign policy respon- 
sibilities to private oil corpora- 


tions. 

Democrats on the Anti-trust 
and Monopoly subcommittee 
said the emergency oil lift en- 
abled participating companies 
to increase profits. The report, 
based on lengthy investigation, 
in effect accused beggin} 
crude oil importers orice | 
gouging. 

Senator Everett M. Dirksen 
(Rep.),  IMlinois, emphatically | 
challenged the report as based 
in part on unwarranted charges 
and on “erroneous or ill-found- 
ed” information from the sub- 
committee staff. He said the 
oil lift was a success and the 
way it was handled was the 
only logical solution to a “grave 
world-wide problem.” 


Wiley Sees It Differently. 

Senator Alexander Wiley 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, disagreed 
with both the subcommittee ma- 
jority and with Dirksen. He 
said in a minority report that 
he could not go along with the 
“extreme criticism’ of the 
Eisenhower Administration and 
the major oil companies “for 
their manner of solving the Eu- 
ropean oil fuel crisis caused by 
the temporary closing of «the 
Suez canal.” 

“Nor,” Wiley said, “can I 
agree with the complete exon- 
eration of the oil companies 
urged by Senator Dirksen. They 
did make undue profit from an 
international oil transpartation 
erisis which the United States 
Government had asked them to 
solve.” 

The oil lift was set up after 
Egypt seized the Suez canal and 
a major Middle East pipeline 
was sabotaged. Europe was 
faced with an oil shortage. 

At the instigation of the Unit- 
ed States Government, 15 ma- 
jor United States oil companies 
with: international connections 
joined in. the Middle ast 
Emergency Committee and 
were given immunity from the 
anti-trust laws. 


Denies Any Violations. 

S. P, Coleman, former 
M.E.E.C. chairman, said in a

URGES EARNING TA 
WITHHOLDING BY US

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 — 
Approval of a bill permitting 
the Federal Government to 
withhold city earnings taxes 
from paychecks of some federal 
employes woulli produce an 
estimated $80,000 annually in 
additional revenue for the City 
of St. Louis, Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker said today. 

In a statement submitted to 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, Tucker urged enact- 
ment of the measure, which he 
said would make “a significant 
contribution” toward helping 
large cities solve their “press- 
ing fiscal problems.” 

Backers of the bill, spon- 
sored by Representative Her- 
man P. Eberharter (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, indicated that 
the measure would not be 
brought to a vote in this ses- 
sion of Congress, They said an 
effort probably would be made 
to bring it up early next year. 

The bill would authorize the 
Federal Government to with- 
hold city income taxes from 
paychecks of federal employes 
in municipalities with 75,000 
population or more. Cities af- 
fected would include St. Louis, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Cin- 
cinnati, Columbus, O., Louis- 
ville and several others. 

Tucker pointed out that Fed- 
eral employes in St. Louis who 
pay the city earnings tax must 
now do so by filing an individ- 
ual return and paying a lump 
sum. On a weekly or monthly 
withholding basis, the burden 
would not be as great, he de- 
clared. He said many of the 21,- 
000 Federal employes do not 
pay, the tax. 

Enactment of the Eberharter 
bill also was urged by Repr2- 
sentatives Thomas B. Curtis 
(Rep.), Webster Groves, and 
Frank M. Karsten (Dem.), St. 
Louis. Curtis has introduced a 
similar measure.

Mayor Schweig’s Comment. 
Mayor Jule Schweig of Clay- 
ton said the survey report con- 
tains many good ideas, but it 
should be subjected to study 
by citizens’ groups before it 
is presented to a board of free- 
holders who will draft a pro- 
posal for governmental co-ordi- 
nation. 

“If this is not thought suffi- 
ciently, a lot of opposition will 
be created and the work of the 
freeholders will go for naught,” 
he warned, 

County Supervisor Luman 
Matthews has suggested that a 
joint St. Louis-St. Louis county 
committee be set up to study | 
the report. Mayor Schweig said 
he thought this an excellent 
idea, adding that the committee 
should hold public hearings to 
sound out the people’s feelings. 

He favored the proposals to 
give a metropolitan agency con- 
trol over planning, zoning ard 
arterial roads. He also liked the 
idea of the county police de- 
partment serving small towns 
and the county reimbursing 
larger cities which maintain a 
police force at or above a mini- 
mum standard. 

Concerning Consolidations. 

Discussing the suggestion that 
small municipalities be encour- | 
aged to disincorporate or con- 
solidate with other communities, 
Schweig said: 

“There certainly are areas 
where town consolidation would 
be helpful. Perhaps Clayton 
could take in some adjacent 
communities. And boundaries 
shotld be straightened out. 
Where one town has a wedge 
projecting into another munici- 
pality, ironing out this irregu- 
larity would facilitate policing, 
traffic control and road main- 
tenance.” 

Schweig emphasized the need 
for more co-operation among 
communities. “Too many have 
been thinking only of their own 
problems instead of the over-all 
good,” he said, “Area-wide serv-

Mayor Oliver J. Wilkins of 
Crestwood was critical of the 
survey report. “It proposes a 
lot of things that won’t work,” 
he asserted.

ing new governmental agen- 
cies.” 

People would object to “an'| 
outside agency” such as the) 
metropolitan district govern- 
ment having control over zon- 
ing in their community, he con- 
tended. One of the prime rea- 
sons for incorporation of small 
towns was to regulate zoning in 
certain ways, he said, express- 
ing doubt that citizens would 
favor relinquishing control over 
zoning. 

“People in the county pretty 
well have their land zoned the 
way they want it,” he declared. 
“Crestwood has industrial, com- 
mercial and residential areas, 
but in separate districts. As a 
result, the people get along 
very weil.” 

Mayor Wilkins said people in 
rural areas should be the ones 
to pay for better police protec- 
tion if they want it. 

He opposed placing the tax as- 
sessment function in the hands 
of a metropolitan agency. “That 
goes for designating roads, too,” 
he added. “People decided 
what they wanted in the way 
of roads in the last bond issue 
election.” 

Wilkins objected to regula- 
tion of public transportation by 
a metropolitan government, con- 
tending that this ultimately 
would lead to public operation. 
“People would clamor for low 
rates, and the money would have 
to come from taxes,” he de- 
clared.

Rather amazing, however, 
is the fact that the American 
League crowds are up 4 per 
cent over 1956, although only 
the White Sox have been good 
enough to keep the Yankees 
in sight, all year. 

Two clubs already have 
drawn more-than a million at 
home. Two others will do 
so within a fortnight. One 
more still has a fighting 
chance to make it. 

Only two teams, Kansas 
City and Cleveland, will show 
a decrease in crowds from 
last summer, 

The Indians have drawn 
659,000 -in 65 games, a drop 
of 135,000 from their '56 pace. 
The Athletics are ag Fy 
000, having played to 
fans in 64 games so far. 

Even the Senators, fight- 
ing for last place, have drawn 
358,000 customers in 59 games 
to Griffith Stadium. t’s 
not much, but it’s still an in- 
crease of 19,000 from last 
year’s aggregate on this date! 


HE “Big Four” so far are 
New York, Chicago, De- 
troit and Boston. The 
Yanks are running 96,000 
ahead of the previous cam- 
paign, with 1,199,021 in 59 
Stadium games. The Tigers 
are 180,000 ahead (despite me- 


diocre showing) with 1,001,- 
343 fans in 64 games. The 
White Sox are 34,800 ahead 
with 960,000 in 66 games and 
the Red Sox are up 66,000 
pan 959,341 payees in 60 


o  paltimore has responded 
with increasing patronage to 
the im ed “5 og the Ori- 
oles, who would to finish 
fourth as a stimulus to off- 
season buying for 1958. 

Baltimore attendance is

COLP (ILL.) SCHOOL 


COLP, Ill, Aug. 27 (AP)— 
School officials are waiting to 
see if white pupils will continue 
theic boycott against integration 
in Colp’s grade school. 

Not one white pupil showed 
up yesterday, although 40 to 45 
had been expected for the first 
day of classes. There were 
about 60 Negroes. 


Colp is a town of about 250 
in the southern tip of Illinois, 
80 miles southeast of St. Louis 
and 40 miles from the Kentucky 
line. About half of the resi- 
dent are Negroes, 


“It is not my intention to 
make anyone do anything he 
doesn’t want to do,” said Wil- 
liam Hatchett, the Negro who 
heads the school board. He said 
he had no intention of calling 
a special meeting. 

“IT don’t believe the boycott 
was organized,” said Archie 
Moseley, the school’s principal 
and also a Negro. “I didn’t ex- 
t a 100 per cent turnout, but 
I did think there would be a few 
who wouldn’t be so prejudiced.” 

There are four Negroes on the 
seven-man school board and it 
voted 4-3 about two months ago 
to integrate the town’s two 
grade schools. Classes were 
scheduled in the building used 
for the Negro school. 

Parents of the white pupils 
petitioned for annexation of 
their school by the nearby Car- 
terville school district. The 
board of school trustees for Wil- 
liamson county approved the 
petition. The Colp school board 
challenged it a month ago in a 
suit backed by the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement 
of Colored People. 

Filing of the suit delayed the 
annexation by Carterville and 
put into effect the consolidation 
of the two Colp schools. 

“The white students are going 
to have to go to school some- 
where—that is the state law,” 
said Moseley, the principal.

HE average house has a 
T good many spots where trou- 
ble can start, and one of 
these is where concrete 
and .drives join the foundation

As concrete expands and con- 
tracts and as there is a differ- 
ent rate of expansion and con- 
traction between the foundation 
wall and the’ walks, this point 
where they join should not be 
sealed with mortar...

Silversmith Dwight Dillon Returns From Year of Intensive Training in Denmark 


By Dickson Terry 


N the year 1800 there were 
more than 1500 silversmiths 
in the city of Boston alone, 
among whom was one Paul 


-Revere who achieved promi- 


nence not so much for his tech- 
nical ability as for his role as 
the hero of a poem by Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow. 

‘In those days all silver was 
turned out by hand, and it was 
a flourishing trade. Today the 
art has fallen on bad times. 
There are fewer than two 
dozen independent silversmiths 
in the whole United States, 
which goes to show what tech- 
nology and mass production 
can do. 

Among the dwindling number 
is Dwight Dillon, a mild man- 
nered artisan and teacher who 
lives at 812 Tuxedo boulevard 
in Webster Groves and who, 
although a superb craftsman 
and dedicated to the silver- 
smith’s art, is just as glad he 
doesn’t have to depend on it 
for a living. 

The day may come, he hopes, 
when enough people who can 
both appreciate and afford 
smithed silver, will beat a path 
to his door and keep him busy. 
But in the meantime, he’s glad 
he has his job as teacher of 
arts and crafts at Uniyersity 
City High School. 

Dillon has just returned from 
a year in Denmark where he 
took a sort of post-graduate 
course in silversmithing in the 
country which has become rec- 

in recent years as the 
home of beautiful silver. A 
year in Denmark is to a silver- 
smith what a year in Paris is 
to a painter, or a year in 
Vienna to a doctor. 
nd after a year in‘ Denmark, 
Dillon naturally is a little sad- 
dened at the lack of apprecia- 
tion and acceptance in this 
country for fine hand crafts- 
manship and by our ready ac- 
ceptance of the machine made. 

Where you can count the 
silversmiths in this country 
almost on your fingers, he 
points out, there are literally 
thousands of them in Denmark, 
and their standards of excel-

Dillon went there and studied 
under him for a month. Hansen 
was impressed by his ability 
and his love of silver, and of- 
fered him a year of work and 
training in his plant in 
Denmark.

But they 
adopted the frugal living habits 
of the people around them and 
managed very nicely, espécially 
when, after six months, Dillon’s 
work moved his employer to 
raise his salary to $50 a month. 

Dillon came back ‘with a 
couple of samples of his work, 
one a silver bowl of classic 
shape, and the other a teapot, 
plain, but designed along mod- 
ern lines, and accented by a 
black ebony handle. Altogether 
a very striking and very hand- 
some piece of work. 

How much would such a pot 
cost a customer? Well, said 
Dillon, somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of $350. That's one of 
the reasons, he pointed out, why 
there are so few silversmiths 
nowadays. But he had put near- 
ly 200 hours of work into the 
pot, and if a silversmith got 
only a dollar an hour, that 
would be $200 for labor alone. 
The silver, too, is considerably 
heavier than is usually found 
in machine-made products, and 
on top of that there is the ex- 
elusiveness 6f design which can 
be found only in hand smith- 
ing. 

“I’m convinced,” Dillen says, 
“there are enough people in 
St. Louis who will appreciate 
the advantages in beauty, quali- 
ty and design to justify a silver- 
smith’s existence.” In fact, he 
points out with pride, he al- 
ready has one commission, a 
silver chalice for a Lutheran 
church. 

In the meantime, he will stick 
to his teaching which, at the 
present, brings up only one 
problem. That’s the beard he 
grew in Denmark. Almost every 
man wears a beard over there, 
he says, so he grew one also. 
Even though it makes him look 
like a benevolent patriarch far 
beyond his mere 39 years, he’s 
become attached to it and 
would like to keep it. But what 
of the teen-agers at University 
City High School? 

“They can be pretty rough, 
you know,” Dillon laughs, “but 
I think I'll start out with it, 
and then see what happens.”

WELL, SIR, what you have 
here is a dialect variation of 
the simple word “difficulty.” 
Pronounced dif- FYOO-gul-tee, 
it started out, no doubt, as a 
deliberate mispronunciation for 
comic effect. Gradually it be- 
came so common that many 
people, like yourself, came to 
think of it as a word in itself. 
The meaning of the phrase 
“What's the defugalty?” is sim- 
ly “What's the trouble?” or 
“What's going on here - any- 
way?” 

You may safely use the term 
in casual conversation with 
friends, especially if you adopt 
a light and bantering tone. 
However, it should be avoided 
in serious talk and writing. 

Incidentally, Wentworth’s 
American Dialect Dictionary 
records an odd “switch” on this 
term.
